We have the honour to present our Thirty-ninth Annual 
Report on the Convict and Local Prisons, the Place of Pre- 
ventive Detention at Maryborough, the Borstal Institution at 
Llonmel, and the State Inebriate Reformatory at Ennis and 
ttith respect to the Registration of Criminals. 

Number of Penal Establishments. 

The number of Penal Establishments under the control of 
the Board remains the same as last year. Tralee Prison lias 
been temporarily reduced to the status of a Minor Prison. 

Number of Committals. 

The number of committals and daily average number of 
prisoners for 1916 (excluding prisoners temporarily lodged in 
connection with the rebellion of April, 1916, and militurv 
oftenders sentenced to detention only) are shown in the table

The committals of prisoners in 1916, shown in Table abrv- 
include 1,323 men and 2,488 women committed for drunke* 
ness, compared with 5,908 men and 2,616 women commit!^ 
in 1913. 


Bridewells. 

The foregoing Table includes 239 prisoners on remand and 
48 under sentence of three days or less committed to the fir 
Bridewells. 


Health and Mortality of Prisoners. 

The health of the prisoners during the year has been good 
There was practically no infectious disease and very little seriau; 
illness. Three deaths occurred among local prisoners. One 
of these was caused by acute pneumonia, one resulted from 
sudden heart failure, and the third was a case of suicide bv 
a prisoner on remand. In convict' prisons there was one death ; 
due to septic diarrhoea. 

Fourteen prisoners were released during the year from local 1 
prisons, on grounds of ill-health, before the expiration of their I 
sentences, and 13 women as being near their confinement. The j 
number of convicts released on medical grounds was 3. 


Insane Prisoners. 

Thirty-five prisoners were transferred from local prisons to 
lunatic asylums during the year, being a decrease of 17 on the 
number transferred last year. Thirty of these prisoners are 
reported as having been insane on reception into prison, 3 as 
probably insane, and in one case the mental condition was 
doubtful. In the remaining case the mental state on reception 
to prison is reported as “ somewhat enfeebled,” and insanity 
developed four months after admission. During the year 4 
convicts were transferred to the Central Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum, 2 of whom are reported as having been previonsly 
insane. 

Conduct of Prisoners. 

The conduct of the prisoners during tire year lias been good, 
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Prison Industries. 

The principal employments for male prisoners were tailor- 
ing, shoemaking, weaving, mail-bag making, sand-bag making 
ONer MOO CM sand-bags were manufactured in the year for 
the \\ai Office., wood-c-utting, mat-making, stone-breaking and 
igricnlture. For women, the principal employments were sevvhm 
and knitting, and laundry-work. 

Prison Buildings. 

In view of war economy, the maintenance and upkeep of the 
prisons has been kept within the narrowest possible limits and 
no works ot improvement or reconstruction have been under- 
taken. 


Visiting Committees. 

The Visiting Committees of Local Prisons and the Visitors 
appointed by Your Excellency to visit Convict Prisons have 
attended to their important duties during' the Year 


Registration ' of Criminals. 

During the year 98 names of prisoners were added to the 

Register of Convicts and Habitual Criminals” and 576 names 
weie added to the Supplemental Register.” 

The Board have supplied to the Police the information at 
then disposal for verification of the previous convictions of 
prisoners arrested in connection with offences against the law. 

Borstal Institution. 

The number of juvenile adults committed to the Borstal 
Institution during the year 1916 was 47. Twenty-nine were 
released. 01 these, 8 were -released on licence and 21 bavin" 
with the consent of their parents or guardians, volunteered for 
=emce with H.M. Forces, were unconditionally released. There 
are now m all about 326 ex-inmates serving in the Navv or 
Army of whom 15 have received promotion and 4 have been 
specially mentioned for gallantry, including one who was 
awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal. 

Notwithstanding the disadvantages entailed by the absence 
ct proper facilities for the training of the youths at Clonmel 
me institution continues to do excellent work, and careful in- 
quiries made into the history of those discharged show that a 
'ery high percentage are doing well.
